AN application in writing, specifying the name, tonnage, and master’s uame of the vessel 
intended to convey salt under bond for Naraingunge, must be made to the Collector of 
Customs, Chittagong, 24 hours previous to the time at which it is intended to commence 
loading. 

2. Non-duty-paid salt may be conveyed under bond from Chittagong to Naraingunge 
by such vessels only as are approved by the Collector of Customs, Chittagong. Each vessel 
must carry a special pass in the annexed form under the signature of the Collector of Customs, 
Chittagong, covering the consignment of salt shipped by it. 

8. The salt when placed on board such vessels must be stamped all over and conveyed 
under sealed hatches, Both the seals on the hatches and the stamps on the salt as reported

‘Aw application in writing, specifying the name, tonnage, and master’s name of the vessel 
intended to convey salt under bond for Naraingunge, must be made to the Oollector of. 
Customs, Chittagong, 24 hours previous to the time at which it is intended to commence 
loading. 

2. Non-duty-paid salt may be conveyed under bond from Chittagong to Naraingunge 
by such vessels only as are approved by the Collector of Customs, Chittagong. Each vessel 
must carry a special pass in the annexed form under the signature of the Collector of Customs, 
Chittagong, covering the consignment of salt shipped by it. 

3. The salt when placed ou board such vessels must be stamped all over and conyeyed 
under sealed hatches, Both the seals on the hatches and the stamps on the salt as reported 
on clearance by the Collector of Customs at Chittagong shail be separately examined and 
reported on by the salt darogah to the Collector of Customs, Naraingunge, on receipt of, 
whose orders on the daroguh’s reports the seals may be broken and the salt weighed. 

* 4, Salt on which duty has not been paid can only be remove@from Chittagong under a 
bond to be executed by the bonder prior to the departure of the vessel or vessels conveying such 
salt, The bond shall be in the form appended to these rules, and shall state that the salt will 
urrive at Naraiugunge within twenty-one days from the grantiny of the port clearance during 
the north-east mongvon (4, ¢,, from the 16tl September to the 30h April) or within fifteen 
days from the date of the granting of port clearance during the south-west monsoon, (é, ¢., from.
